EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mark Marcelli on February 13, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 1 , replace "forming" with -integrating a linear MOS capacitor in--. 
Claims 1 , line 1 1 , replace "a" with --said linear MOS--. 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-19, 27-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The grounds for 
rejecting claims 1-10, 12-13, and 15-18, which were based on US 5,904,575 to Ishida alone 
under §102 or in combination with other references under §103, required reading the claimed 
"capacitor" limitation on the tunnelling gate structure of the EEPROM device of Ishida. The 
examiner contends that the tunnelling gate in the EEPROM of Ishida is structurally 
indistinguishable from "capacitor" as it was used in claim 1 prior to the examiner's amendment. 
Indeed, tunnelling junctions in EEPROM devices are sometimes referred to as "tunnelling 
capacitors." See US Pub. No. US2002/01 90310 A1 ("Boivin"). The presently claimed invention 
requires a "linear MOS capacitor," which cannot read on a tunnelling capacitor, since tunnelling 
is recognized in the art as a non-linear characteristic. See US 5,236,573, col. 5, II. 37-42 
("which creates a corresponding high density of tunnelling sites for quantum mechanical 
tunnelling effects, giving the device its non-linear characteristic"). Accordingly, having 
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distinguished the EEPROM tunnelling gate of Ishida, the present claims are considered novel 
and unobvious over the prior art of record.
